Statoment of services for which the decoration hay bcon 
awarded . – Sub - Inspector Sheo Narain Singh wus deputed 
by the District Magistrato , Kunpur, on 29th August 1949 
at 09 .00 hrs. to collect all the availablo boats and proceel 
to villuge Singhpur via Bithoor for evacuating people of 
the flooded villages on the way . Due to strong current 
his boat was swept away to tho other hunk where he 
noticed a humlet under water , of which the inhabitants 
bad been completely cut off and were in a miserable plight. 
Ho took his boat to this hamlet and got all the people 
in it and thon proceeded towards village Dabauli, P . C . 
Fatehpur Chuurasi, District Unnuo, for getting the bont 
repaired . There he was informed that about 50 villages 
of tho Unnao District were in danger of being completely 
submerged . After getting the bout repaired , ho proceeded 
to these villages , although the current was very strong , 
and worked like a Trojan for 3 nights and 2 duys k0n - 
tinuously .

Statement of services for which the decoration has bedli 
awarded . — On July 28 , 1948 at about 20 . 30 hrs . one irum 
Singh s / o Pitum Singh , committed a daring robbery, at 
the point of a revolver at the shop of ono Shital Prasad 
in Banaras City rolieving him of cash amounting to Rs. 455 . 

Hoad Constablo Hari Rum , who happened to be in the 
locality , saw the accused running away and pursued him 
with a constable and another person . Ram Singh , where 
upon , fired three shots in quick succession towards Hand 
Constable Hari Ram who , however, kept on pursuing his 
quarry und finally succeeded in arrosting him togeiher 
with the revolver which on examination was found to still 
contain three live curtridgog . 

In the abovo encounter Head Constablo Huri Rum 
showed conspicuous galluntry and an utter disregard for 
his life .
